Indian School. 

We were much gratilied on Safurd.ay last to see 
so great ui. interest taken in the welfare of the 
Indian children, by thc number of visitors at the 
examination of the school under the care of the 
Kov. Mr. Garrett. His Excellency thc Governor, 
Judge Begbie, liisliop Hills and a nnuiber of other 
gentieinen beiin,- in iittei. dance, while the ii.ie.ios.s 
of the day had temptol several ladies to walk to 
tho school-house. There were about 180 Indians 
present, varying in size from Infants in arms to 
full yrown .ne.i and women, and nil behaved 
themselves in a beconiiii.^' inaii.ier; i.idecd, they 
conformed to the discipline of tho school, much 
better than could have been expected, when we 
consider thc wild life lead by llicm. The Rev, 
Mr. ( JaiTOtt, the principal of theschoid. examined 
tl.em in the Chinook h.n;;uage ; in thi^ Lord's 
I'rny.'r, the Liturgy, thc Church of England 
Cat. elii-in, and s. v. ral i3ible stories which have 
bueii tr.insl.-Med into the Chinook. The children 
aii>wuied will, accuracy all his questions snd 
Miuny of tbei.. evinced uu eagerness and aptiu.de 
lu iiijiain knowledge.

Total IiOBB of the British Bark Nannette. 

Yesterday morning, intelligence reached town 
that the bark Nannette, Cnplaiu Main, liad been 
ivreckcd at Race Kocks, and II. M. gunboat 
■Grapplor was inmicdiatcly sent to ascertain tlic 
truth or falsity of tin: reiiort, and render assistance 
if needed. Late in tlio afternoon, the gunboat 
letumed, bringing the oflicera and cifw nf that 
vessel, and fully oonfirming the report of her loss. 
It seems that the v"ssel first Ktrnnk about hnlf-past 
two o'clock on Smulay morning, after drifting for 
■ several hours in the strong counter current that 
•makes towards that point which is considered 
,1 most dangerous place. About four o'clock in the 
.morning, or two hours iifler the vessel lirst struck, 
-several rockets were sent up and blue lights were 
ibuincd; butthoy failed to he seen either at Ks- 
.fiuimalt or Victoria. Assistance, however, had 
been procured from the light-house before the 
bark struck on the locks, the hands employed 
there coniinR on bo:wd as soon as hailed. A few 
momenta after slic struck, seven feet of water w.is 
found in her hold, and tlie olhcers and crew took 
to the boats, at about six o'clock, when the water 
was even with the deck. At eleven o'clock yester- 
day morning, when the Grappler left, the hull 
W.-IS wholly under water, and there was no pros- 
pect of saving her. She will undoubtedly prove 
i total loss, nltnough a. Urge portion of thu cargo

■f he Nannette left London on the 3()ih day of 
June, and had been, consequeiitly, 17o days in 
la.iking Hace Kocks. She w..s 38o tons burthen, 
and was consigned to Messrs. Stamp A: Co.,o f this 
citv. and was laden with a full and very valnab e 
carKO-lhc value of which we have Ijeen unable 
to ascertain. Many of our merchants will suller 
severely by hor loss.
